Nashville, Tenn., Aug. IO.—Gover­ 
nor Roberts in his message to the 
general assembly urged prompt rati­ 
fication of the federal suffrage amend­ 
ment. 
Ratification resolutions were offered 
today and referred; to committees 
which will conduct hearings. A vote 
is not regarded as probable before 
the end of the week at the earliest. 
Both advocates and opponents of 
ratification, in statements issued after 
the initial session, expressed; confi­ 
dence in the outcome of the fight to 
make Tennessee the thirty-sixth state 
to ratify. 
Anti-suffragists 
claim there were 
enough members opposed to suffrage 
to defeat the ratification resolution, 
while 
Mrs. 
Carrie 
Chapman Catt, 
president of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, declared 
that if members pledged to ratifica­ 
tion stood by their pledges, suffrage 
would win. 
Much Interest was manifested in a 
caucus of Republican member* of the 
senate and house at which leaders 
previously had said an attempt would 
be made to pledge them tp vote as a 
unit in favor of ratification.

JELLY HINTS 
Test for Pectin—If the pectin is 
less than three-fourths of the whole 
volume of puice, use less sugar. If 
the pectin is less than one-half, add 
some form ,of pectin to make the 
jelly, or can the juice for use as a 
beverage or for flavoring. 
When 
to 
Add 
Sugar—If the 
sugar is added a t the first there us 
less danger of having the sugar 
crystallize out. Another method is 
to cook the juice and add the sugar 
near the end of the process. 
Pos­ 
sibly the safest way is to add the 
sugar soon after the juice boils. 
Although adding the cold 
sugar 
stops the boiling for a short time, 
there is not enough gain in time or 
resulting product to take the trou­ 
ble of heating the sugar. 
Add the 
sugar gradually to the boiling juice 
and stir until it is dissolved. 
Cooking the Jelly—The juice for 
jelly should not be allowed to sim­ 
mer. 
The cooking should be fin­ 
ished as soon as possible. 
Long 
cooking has a tendency to give the 
finished product a dark color, and 
the pectin loses some of its jelly 
m aking power. 
W hen the Jelly Is Done—Take a 
sm all am ount of the ju k e in the 
spoon and cool it by moving the 
sp<w>n gently in the air and then 
allowing the juice to drop over the 
edge of the spoon. 
A t first it will run off like a 
syrup, then as it cooks the drops 
will become heavier and when the 
drops run together and slide off in 
a flake, the jelly is finished and 
should be removed at once. 
Skimming 
while 
cooking 
the 
juice is wasteful. 
A fter a good 
jelly test is obtained and the jelly 
removed from the fire, the entire 
scum may be removed before put­
